cels early, delivery by Christmas 
will be ^oubtfuL 

Postmaster Stockton also gcive 
opt the following statement re- 
specting the packing necessary to 
issnre safe delivery of parcels 
containing various fragile arti- 
cles: • 

"If you are going to send 
Christmas presents of a delicate 
or fragile ritature, such as milli- 
nery, tovs. musical instruments, 
clocks, watches, fans, fountain 
uens, liquids, pipes, plumes, po.t- 

tery, glass, records, etc., pack 
5hem carefully between the sev- 
eral parts and cushion tlicni 
against danij^e by shock or jar. 

"Your parcels are not carried 
ay hand tcKdestination. They are 
placed, in pouches which arc 
sometimes thrown from trains 
running 40 miles an hour, or 
\)luckc(l oft a cr:inc' while the train 
is going at tiic same rate of speed 
It is your duty to jirotcct vfiur 
4)arcel against such siiocks. Wrap 
them so that if broken in transit 
she parts will not escape from the 
the parcel. A strong outer pack- 
>ng is essential. 

"I.iquids must "be specially pack- 
ed against breakage, with suffi- 
cient al)sori)ent material to ab- 
sorb the liquid, should the bottle 
be brouken. Umbrellas, canes, 
and similar articles should I)e re- 
inforced by strips of wood or 
boards. Hats must be pac'eed in 
strong boxes; if in ordinary hat 
boxes they must be crated. All 
such ])ackages must be marked: 
'Fragile — ^This side up,' to insure 
special handling."
